Do you ever wonder why it seems 
harder every year to find volun­ 
teers to work with our youngsters 
in summer baseball, 
scouting, 
churches, and even school? It may 
be that Bob Hamilton, writing in 
the Iowa Park Leader, has the 
answer. 


“We parents are going to be the 
ruin Oi our children. 


“That statement has been a a 
long time coming, but maybe it’s 
not too late. But some of us are 
doing what we feel is the best for 
our offsprings, except it is working 
in the exact opposite. 


“What it is we’re doing, is to be 
overprotective of our little darlings 
.. . making sure we give or get for 
them what we always wanted for 
ourselves. 


“With our actions, we may be 
accomplishing what we seek, but 
impairing the opportunities for 
those to follow. 


‘Vor instance, we are giving 
people fits who are trying to work 
with our children. It doesn’t seem 
to make any difference if it’s a 
Little League coach or game of­ 
ficial, a Girl Scout Leader, a 
teacher or what. We either take 
advantage of them or mistreat 
them, all in the guise of taking care 
of our children, and their rights. 


“Check with someone who works 
with volunteer organizations which 
benefit children. You will find it is 
almost impossible to find a team 
coach, an umpire, a leader, just 
anyone to accept responsibility. 


“That’s either because we’ve 
given them so much trouble in the 
past no one wants to serve, or we 
turn our children over to them and 
go on our merry way, not offering 
to assist. 


“I had a teacher to tell me just 
recently of quitting the business, 
because there was no respect for 
teachers and no authority for 
teachers to care for those without 
respect. 


“Parents, not the students, 
almost caused the adoblishment of 
cheerleaders at the (Iowa Park) 
junior high recently. They raised so 
much fuss... one teacher was even 
accused of falsifying voting totals.. 
that they were told to drop the 
argument or there would be no 
more cheerleaders. 
“This happened a few years ago 
at the high school, concerning 
twirlers. 
“We were trying to give some 
recognition to a group of junior 
high students recently, for painting 
Bicentennial scenes on a downtown 
window, by showing part of their 
efforts in a photopgraph. 
“Man, the next morning this 
newspaper (Iowa Park Leader) 
was treated like we had cut the 
heart out of every child in the 
community, because we had not 
included the woman’s little darling 
in the photograph. 
“It didn’t mean anything to her 
that some other little darlings had 
also been left out. It wasn’t what we 
wanted for our readers and 
newspapers, but what she wanted 
for her child. 
“It’s my feeling that we should 
help those who work with our 
children, all we can. Along with 
that, we should teach our children 
respect for those who work with 
them. 
“Let’s help our children by 
helping them, and those who accept 
the responsibility of working with 
them. Who knows, maybe we’ll still 
have some helpers around for our 
grandchildren?’’ 
As you can see by Bob’s column, 
our problems are just about the 
same everywhere. Most of us want 
to give everything to our children 
but our time. We want the very best 
that money can buy for our 
youngsters and expect someone 
else to furnish the time and effort to 
give our kills all of the things we do 
not have (he time to give them.

Value of Homes Take 
Sharp Rise In County 


(Special to the Herald) 
New York - Families in 
Jones County are finding that 
the homes they own are much 
more valuable than they had 
imagined. Many of them are 
worth more than twice as 
much as they paid for them. 
TTieir value has gone sky­ 
high because of inflation and 
because the demand for 
homes, now that the economy 
is improving and mortgages 
are easier to obtain, has risen 
sharply. In many areas they 
are in short supply because 
there has been very little 
construc*;on 
for 
several 
years. 
An official of the American 
Savings and Loan Association 
reports that prospective 
buyers are out in such force 
in some communities that 
they are outbidding each 
other 
for 
whatever 
is 
available. 
Prices 
are 
shooting up as a result. 
The equity that Jones 
County residents 
have in 
their homes, over and above 
the mortgage debt on them, is 
now 
a p p r o x i m a t e l y 
$29,057,000 and is rising 
steadily. The figure applies to 
one-family, 
non-farm 
dwellings that are owner- 
occupied. 
The facts and figures on the

housing situation, locally and 
elsewhere in the United 
States, are based upon data 
gathered by the Department 
of Commerce, the National 
Association of Home Builders 
and others.They show that 
the average price in the 
United States of a new single­ 
family house has gone from 
$37,900 to $42,300 in the past 
year 
alone. 
For 
used 
properties, the jump has been 
from $33,850 to $37,200. In 
some areas prices are higher 
than these and, in others, 
lower. 
In Jones County the in­ 
crease has been considerable 
since 1970. At that time the 
median value of the 4,183 
local dwelling units was 
$6,700 and their total value, 
$28,026,000, according to the 
Census Bureau. 
The current value of one 
family homes in the area, 
applying the average rate of 
increase locally, comes to 
approximately 
$60,536,000. 
The figures show that most 
homes in the United States— 
three out of five of them— 
have mortgages on them.
